All  members  have 
the  privilege — but  not  the  obligation — of  buying  Club  publications,  which  are  limited,  as  a  rule,  to  one  copy 
per  member.  All  members  may  purchase  extra  copies  of  keepsakes  or  Llews' Letters,  when  available.  Portions  of 
membership  dues  in  the  amount  of  $10  for  regular  membership,  $35  from  the  sustaining  level,  $85  as  a  patron, 
and  donations — including  books — are  deductible  in  accordance  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.

or  a  century,  the  Book  Club  has  used  a  variety  of  pressmarks,  the 
best  known  by  wood  engraver  Malette  Dean.  Our  new  elegance, 
though,  required  a  special  look.  To  gain  a  proprietary  pressmark 
that  is  in  harmony  with  the  handsome  design  of  our  splendid 
rooms,  the  Club  commissioned  Ingalls  Design.  Longtime  Book  Club  mem¬ 
ber  Tom  Ingalls  is  senior  adjunct  professor  of  graphic  design  at  California 
College  of  the  Arts. 

Types  created  by  Frederic  W.  Goudy  resonated  with  Ingalls  for  Goudy’s 
California  connections  and  the  Club’s  paSt  use  of  Goudy  Thirty.  For  the 
pressmark  type  Ingalls  settled  on  the  LanSton  Type  Company’s  digitized 
Hadriano,  named  for  the  famed  humanistic  Roman  emperor.  Goudy  devel¬ 
oped  it  in  19 1 1  from  surreptitious  rubbings  of  second-century  inscriptions 
at  the  Louvre  so  that  the  University  of  California  might  have  an  elegant 
type  for  diplomas  and  certificates.  For  text,  the  Club  chose  Kennerley  Old 
Style,  another  19 n  Goudy  font.  We  have  full  fonts  for  use  on  the  Colum¬ 
bian  Press. 

Our  versatile  interior  designers,  Candra  Scott  6? Anderson,  then  inspired 
Ingalls  with  a  Paris  bookstall  find,  a  portfolio  of  fantastic  intertwined 
monograms.  This  Strong  pressmark,  suitable  for  use  in  a  wide  range  of  col¬ 
ors,  will  adorn  the  club’s  Stationery,  signs,  Web  site,  and  publications.
